Letter Purported to Have Been 
Written by the President, 



St. Louis, Sept. 29. — When the Rus- 
sian exhibit in the varied industries 
building at the World’s fair was oper- 
ed Wednesday it was discovered that 
.several valuable oil painting of Empe- 
ror Nicholas had been tom from the 
wall and mutilated by some unidenti- 
fied person or persons. Another por- 
trait of the emperor, a handsome and 
valuable panel done in colored silk, 
has been torn from its support and sub- 
jected to the greatest indignity. The 
oil paintings w'ere torn and there 
were marks showing that the features 
of the emperor has been stamped up- 
on. The vandalism was reported at 
once to the exposition authotities and 
an investigation ordered.

Butte. Mont., Sept. 28. — When Sena- 
tor Fairbanks and his party arrived 
here they found the republican leaders 
much exercised over the publication 
in the Miners Magazine, published at 
Denver by the W^estern Federation of 
Miners, of what purported to be a de- 
nunciation of labor unions by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and a denial of its au- 
thenticity by the president. The presi- 
dent’s contradiction was sent to for- 
mer Senator Lee Mantle in response 
to a telegram of inquiry from him and 
was as follows: 

“White House, W’ashington, Sept. 26. 
— Your telegram received. The letter 
you refer to purporting to be addressed 
by me -to Michael Donnelly and print- 
ed in the Miners Magazine of Septem- 
ber 22, is, of course, an absurd and 
impudent forgery. I have written no 
such letter nor any letter even resem- 
bling it to Mr. Donnelly nor any one 
else. I have written Mr. Donnelly re- 
questing to know if he has received 
any such letter and requesting him, if 
so, to at once lay it before the district 
attorney of Chicago to find out wheth- 
er it is possible to discover and punish 
the forgers. (Signed) Theodore 
Roosevelt.’’ 

The letter in which the president 
was represented to have made his at- 
tack on union labor was addressed to 
Michael Donnelly, of Chicago, presi- 
dent of the Butchers and Meat Cut- 
ters’ union. The document is given in 
full, with President Roosevelt’s name 
attached, but without date, and it is 
stated that it was written in response 
to an appeal by Donnelly to him to in- 
terfere for the settlement of the late 
butchers’ strike. Following are some 
extracts from it: 

' "I stand ready to do as my illustri- 
ous predecessor, Grover Cleveland, 
did, and assert the power of this na- 
tion against all local nullifiers. Last 
summer I felt impelled to write a let- 
ter calling upon my countrymen to 
put down lynching. But labor union 
terrorism and crime are as great a 
national menace as lynch law. 

"Let me tell you that the first duty 
of the officers of the law, whether they 
be sheriff, constable, municipal officer.s, 
mayors, governors or the president, 
himself, is to maintain public order 
and put down the mob with an iron 
hand.’’ 

After advising Donnelly to put a 
stop to the strike the president is rep- 
resented as saying; *'In any case, be 
assured I will keep my hands off un- 
less your folly brings you into collision 
•with the laws of the United States, 
when my hand will go on in a way 
you will not like. So far as I am con- 
cerned you have barked up the wrong 
tree. I am not to be either wheedled 
or frightened into meddling with what 
is none of my business.” 

Denver, Col., Sept. 28. — Secretary W. 
D. Haywood, of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners, said 'Tuesday night 
that the reputed letter of President 
Roosevelt to President Donnelly wai 
copied from the Wisconsin Toiler 

So far as the letter of President 
Roosevelt having been a forgery. Sec 
retary Haywood says he ■was not 
aware of it. The Miners Magazine b 
published under the direction of th< 
federation and both President Moyei 
and Secretary Haywood take an active 
part in its direction. 

New York, Sept. 29. — The letter al- 
leged to have been received by Mich- 
ael J. Donnelly, the leader of the meat 
strike, purporting to be one sent by 
President Roosevelt, was copied from 
an editorial in the New York Evening 
Post oC August 1. 

, The Evening Post says: 

"The letter appeared as an editorial 
in the Evening Post of August 1, and 
was explicitly stated to be a letter 
which the president might have writ- 
teq with advantage to himself and the 
country. 

"In other words it was confessedly 
an imaginary letter, written for the 
sake of bringing out certain truths in 
regard to the meat strike. 

"We had no thought, of course, of 
being able to make even a presentable 
imitation of the president’s literary 
style, and as the article was, at the 
time, commented on and reproduced 
somewhat extensively in tie press, we 
never dreamed of Its ever coming to 
figure as a ‘campaign forgery.’ ” 



St. Petersburg, Sept. 28. — The war 
commission adjourned early Tuesday 
evening without issuing further new’S 
from the front. 

The Mukden telegram to the Berlin 
Lokal Anzeiger, reporting that the 
Japanese had crossed the Hun river 
50 miles above the city, is believed to 
refer to scouting parties of Japanese 
whose presence there was recorded in 
the press dispatches of September 16. 

The movement of Japanese forces 
on the Liao river, which was reported 
in a dispatch from Gen. Sakharoff to 
the general staff on September 26 is 
all the more significant since Sianchan 
is the starting point of roads leading 
to Tie Pass, Mukden and Sinmintin. 
The announcement that the Russians 
are fortifying Fakoman, 25 miles 
northeast of Mukden, shows that Gen. 
Kuropatkin is preparing to check the 
flanking movement on Tie Pass from 
the west in case Sinmintin should 
have to be evacuated. 

The entire absence of news from 
Port Arthur, it is feared, indicates a 
closer blockade there. Hitherto dis- 
patches from Gen. Stoessel have been 
coming through semi-weekly. 

A telegram received here from Ba- 
toum reporting that reservists are be- 
ing transported along the Caucasian 
coast brings the first intimation that 
troops there are being mobilized. 
There are only two army corps in the 
Caucasus and one of these have ap- 
parently been ordered to the far east. 

Tokio, Sept. 28. — Unofficial esti- 
mates place the number of sick and 
wounded Japanese soldiers under 
treatment in Japan at 45,000. The mil- 
itary hospitals at Tokio, Osaka and 
Hiroshima contain 10,000 each. Nine 
thousand have recovered sufficiently 
to be sent to mountain and health re- 
sorts. The system of handling and 
treating the sick and wounded is work- 
ing splendidly and the death rate is 
exceptionally small. 

Mukden, Sept. 29. — Many skirmishes 
and reconnaisances are reported to 
headquarters here, but except for 
these, quiet still prevails. In the fight- 
ing that has been taking place the 
Russian scouts have almost invariably 
shown superior to the Japanese, both 
in riding and fighting. 

The Japanese movement up the Ta- 
itse river appears to be by a compara- 
tively small force. Raiding parties 
from the Russian army bring in many 
prisoners. Reinforcements are arriv- 
ing rapidly. Over one thousand con- 
valescents have returned to duty. 

The railway is in good working con- 
dition. Officers are distributing the 
reserve of stores that were brought 
up from Liao Yang, as adequate sup- 
plies are now coming In from the 
north. Details , of the fighting near 
Inpu, between Bentsiaputze and the 
railroad on September 26, show that 
Gen. Mistchenko’s scouts, accompan- 
ied by a battery of artillery, attacke d 
a Japanese position where there were 
a battery of artillery, two squadrons 
of cavalry and two companies of in- 
fantry. The Japanese were shelled out 
of their position on\a hill and suffered^ 
heavy loss. As thejr retired the Rts 
sians occupied the hill until nightfall, 
when they, too, retired under cover 
of darkness, having lost only three 
men. 

The Japanese are sending out large 
parties of scouts daily with the object 
of checking the Russians’ continuous 
raids. 

The march of Gen. RennenkampTs 
Cossacks around the Japanese righi 
flank, which was mentioned in these 
dispatches on September 26, was a 
remarkable performance. Accompan- 
ied by a battery of artillery, the Cos- 
sacks covered 80 miles in 52 hours. 
They struck the enemy north of Bent- 
siaputze on September 19, and thence 
continued south, circling the Japanese 
right flank and coming unexpectedly 
on the Japanese line of communica- 
tion near Bensipu, on -the bank of the. 
Taitse river, September 22, inflicted 
considerable damage. The Japanese 
were thrown into great confusion but 
retired with a loss of only two killed.

TYPHOID FEVER 



Greater New York Is Threatened With 
An Epidemic of the Disease. 



New York, Sept. 29.-^reater New 
York is at present threatened with 
what may be the severest epidemic of 
typhoid fever in its history. Not only 
are the number of typhoid cases re- 
ported for the three weeks of Septem- 
ber ending last Saturday greater than 
that of any month last year, but since 
the beginning of the summer the death 
rate has been so much higher than 
formerly that the health department 
is now thoroughly alarmed and is 
bending every effort toward checking 
the disease. When it is considered 
that the spread of typhoid last year 
was greater than it has been for many 
years, th^ gravity of the present situa- 
tion is indicated. 



THE RACE PROBLEM 



Question Discussed By Rev. Dr. 
Strange and B. T. Washington. 



New York, Sept. 29. — Before an au- 
dience that filled St. Thomas’ Protest- 
ant Episcopal church, and in the pres- 
ence of Booker T. W’ashington Wed- 
nesday night. Rev. Dr. Strange, bishop 
coadjutor-elect of the diocese of South 
Carolina, declared that one set factor 
in any real and practical solution of 
the Negro problem was the entire sep- 
aration of the races in social, scholas- 
tic, religious and domestic affairs. 
When Mr. Washington arose to speak 
he viniially agreed with the bishop 
by saying the problem could not be 
settled by amalgamation or by depor- 
tation of the Negroes, but by earnest 
sympathy and co-operation of the 
races.

Universal Convention of Jurists 
in St. Louis. 



New York, Sept. 28. — Charged with 
violations of the naturalization laws, 
260 alleged offenders were arraigned 
Tuesday at a special session of the 
criminal branch of the United States 
circuit court. The federal grand jury 
also handed down 148 additional in- 
dictments in naturalization fraud 
cases. 

Only 150 of the accused were able 
to plead during the day's session and 
sentence was suspended in all but five 
case?. 

A plea of guilty was entered by M. 
O. Wier, of Brooklyn, whose citizen- 
ship papers were obtained irregu- 
larly. He paid a fine of $500. A sim- 
ilar plea was also interposed in be- 
half of A. G. Pratt, a civil engineer, 
Who appeared as Wier*s witness in the 
securing of the latter’s papers. Pratt 
paid a fine of $300. 

Assistant United States District At- 
torney Marx said Tuesday that 1,400 
certificates of citizenship Irregularly 
secured were surrendered by their 
holders during the 30 days beginning 
August 25 and ending September 25. 
That the possessors of fraudulent pa- 
pers might not suffer the federal offi- 
cials allowed 30 days in which they 
might be surrendered.

Associate Justice Brewer Was Elected 
President — Ex-Secretary of State 
Foster Delivered the Principle 
Address on Arbitration. 



DENN’S SURE, SAFE AND

St. Louis, Sept. 23. — The first uni- 
versal congress of lawyers and jurists 
held under the auspices of the Ameri- 
can Bar association convened Wednes- 
day in festival hall at the conclusion 
of the American Bar association con- 
vention. Eminent lawyers and jurists 
from all over the world were in at- 
tendance. The congress was called to 
order by P. W. Lehman, of St. Louis, 
chairman of the exposition committee 
on congresses. President D. R. Fran- 
cis welcomed the congress to the ex- 
position and introduced the president 
of the congress, Hon. David J. Brewer, 
associate justice of the supreme court 
of the United States. President Brew- 
er was greeted with an ovation of ap- 
plause. 

Former Secretary of State John W. 
Foster, LL.D., was Introduced and 
made the principal address on the 
subject of International arbitration 
and The Hague tribunal. He said in 
part: “It has been reported in the 

press that the secretary of the navy 
has announced himself as in favor of 
a navy equal to the greatest navy in 
the world. I trust he has been mis- 
quoted. Our government should hold 
itself ready to enter into an agree- 
ment for international disarmament 
and not to the increase of the navy. 
This country should hold itself to oth- 
er and far more peaceful pursuits in 
the setlement of strife than to the 
making of implements of destruction 
and death.” 

He then entered into ' an explana- 
tion of the failure of The Hague con- 
ference to effect an agreement on the 
subject of international disarmament. 
He expressed deep regret that the 
fruits of war made necessary the per- 
manent increase of the American army 
and called attention to the prospective 
large increase in the annual expendi- 
tures of the government for the navy. 

Senor Dom Emildo Velasco, of Mex- 
ico, and J. H. Ralston, LL.D., of Wash- 
ington, followed with discussions of 
the subject presented by Mr. Foster. 
Senor Velasco said in part: “The 

idea of international arbitration is not 
the creation of one man nor of any 
set of men, however eminent they may 
be, but it is the result of universal 
sentiment. International arbitration 
has at the present time three forms: 
(1) Arbitration in its nature transi- 
tory and for determined matters; (2) 
Compromisory clauses inserted in 
treaties to decide the questions which 
the interpretation and execution of 
the treaty m'ay give rise to; (3) Per- 
manent and obligatory arbitration. 
Treaties of arbitration in these three 
forms have increased in number pro- 
gressively, very especially in the first 
two forms. The last form is the one 
which offers the most resistance and 
various attempts made to establsh 
permanent arbitration have proven 
failures. 

“There are two difficulties which be- 
set arbitration in these present times 
the resistance on the part of some gov- 
ernments to permanent arbitration 
and the difficulty of giving judicial 
form to questions of a political nature. 
The tribunal of The Hague, created 
by the collective action of the nations, 
with its character of permanency and 
with rules of proceedure previously^le- 
fined has in its support a great moral 
force and presents all the advantages 
and all the facilities which constitut- 
ed tribunals offer. It is a tribunal 
open to all who ask its judgment and 
its examples and its practices will be 
an inducement to all the nations to 
entrust to it their difficulties for set- 
tlement.”

Presi- 
dent McKinley undertook honestly to carry 
out the purpose of the act. A number 
of reciprocity agreements were negotiated, 
which. If ratified, would have had the two- 
fold result of cheapening many imported 
proQuets for American consumers, and oi 
opening and enlarging foreign market.s 
to American producers. Not one of 
those agreements has met with the ap- 
proval of the republican masters of the 
Indeed, they did not even permit 
their consideration. In view of the atti- 
tude of the present executive, no new 
agreement need be expected from him. 
Nor does the republican platform contain 
a favorable reference to one of the sus- 
pended treaties. The reciprocity clauses 
of the Dingley act seem destined to re- 
main a monument of legislative cozenage 
political bad faith, unless the peo- 
P'® take the matter in their own hands 
at the ballot box and command a reduction 
of duties in return for reciprocity con- 
cessions.” 

Independence for the Filipinos. 

, tti some quarters it has been assumed 
inat In the discussion of the Philippine 
question in my response, the phrase 
self-government,’ was Intended to mean

’’This suggests the suspicion, at least, 
that the order wa.s made to create ax 
issue — that it was supposed to present 
a strong strategic position In the bat- 
tle of the ballots. But as the making 
of that order was. in my judgment, an 
attempted, though perhaps unwitting, 
encroachment upon the legislative power, 
and, therefore, unwarranted by the 
constitution, the challenge is accepted. 
If elected, I will revoke that order. But 
I go further and say that that being 
done, I will contribute my effort toward 
the enactment of a law to be passed by 
both houses of congress and approved by 
the executive that will give an age pen- 
sion without reference to disability to the 
surviving heroes of the civil war; and 
! under the provisions of which a pension 
may be accepted with dignity because of 
the consciousness that it comes as a just 
due from the people through their chosen 
representatives, and not as largess dis- 
tributed by the chief executive. 

Beform in Governmental Expendi- 
tures. 

’’Twenty -eight years have passed since 
th*- democratic party of the state of 
New York in convention assembled, recom- 
mended to the national democracy the 
nomination of Samuel J. Tilden as its can- 
didate for the presidency, and declared it 
to be ‘their settled conviction that a re- 
turn to the constitutional principles, fru- 
gal expenses and administrative purity 
of the founders of the republic is the first 
and most imperious duty of tlie times — the 
commanding issue now before the people 
of the union.’ 'Phis strong expression was 
called forth by the national expenditures 
for the year IfcTil. which amounted to J274.- 
000,000 — a situation which, in the opinion 
of a majority of our people, justified an 
imperative demand for leform in the ad- 
ministration of public affairs. As the ex- 
penditures of the last fiscal year amount- 
ed to the enormous total of $5fc2.i00.000, it 
is evident that a thorough investigation 
of the public service and the immediate 
abandonment of useless and extravagant 
expenditures are more necessary ndw than 
they were then. This astounding in- 
crease is out of all proportion to the In- 
crease of our population, and finds no 
excuse from whatever aspect we view- the 
situation. The national democratic plat- 
form dc'ciares that ‘large reductions can 
easily be made in the annual expenditures 
of the government without impairing the 
etliclency of any branch of the public serv- 
ice.’ Can there bt any doubt of the accu- 
racy of this statement? Between the ex- 
penditures of the year 1S86, amounting to 
$242,000,000, and those of the last fiscal vear 
—the seventh after Grover Cleveland 
ceased to be president— aggregating $5S2,- 
000,000, there is a difference so great as 
to excite alarm in the breasts of all 
thoughtful men. Even excluding the sum 
of $^,000,000 paid for the Panama canal 
rights and to the state of Panama, the 
expenditures of the last fiscal year exceed- 
ed the sum of $.'i.‘?2.000,000, being more than 
double the expenditures of the government 
for all purposes during the first year of 
Mr. Cleveland’s administration. 

“The expenses of the first four years suc- 
ceeding the last democratic administra- 
tion amounted to the enormous average 
of $511,000,000 per year. This large ex- 
penditure was due to a considerable ex- 
tent to the cost of the Spanish-American 
war, which occurred during that period; 
but the termination of that war brought 
no relief to the treasury, for the average 
annual expenses of the government, dur- 
ing the three subsequent years ending June 
30, 1904, were about $519,000,000, which is 
the largest sum hitherto reached during 
a like period, since the close of the civil 
war. 

‘‘This draft upon the revenues of the 
country has had the effect which might 
have been anticipated, and now we have 
presented the reverse of the situation, 
which led to the famous observation: ‘P 

is a condition, and not a theory, which 
confronts us;’ for, although the present 
incumbent found at the close of the first 
fiscal year, during which he assumed con- 
trol of the administration, a surplus o 
receipts over expenditures of more than 
$91,000,000, there was an excess of expend 
Itures over receipts at the close of the last 
fiscal year of $42,000,000, and the ofl[icla> 
monthly reports made by the treasury de 
partment show that the expenditures are 
continuously and rapidly increasing, whll 
the receipts are diminishing. 

“In this connection it is Interest'ng tr 
note the recent administrative order 
forbidding government officers from 
making public any statement of esti 
matey on which future appropriation; 
are to be based. 

“If a man of ordinary intelligence and 
prudence should find in the operating ex 
pense.«i of his business such a tremendous 
percentage of increase, would he not 
promptly set on foot an inquiry for the 
cause of the waste, and take immediate 
measures to stop it, especially w-hen 
tru.sted employes have been found dis- 
honest and convicted, and a widespread 
impression exists that a thorough Inves- 
tigation may discover other cases of 
malfeasance? When the chief executive 
reported to congress that, ‘through 
frauds, forgeries and perjuries, and by 
shameless briberies, the laws relating to 
the proper conduct of the public service 
in general, and to the due administration 
of the post office department have been 
notoriously violated • • • ,’ there was 
a general popular demand for a rigid, 
sweeping investigation by congress, in 
addition to that undertaken by the execu- 
tive himself. Such an Investigation the 
republican majority in congress w-ould 
not permit, although the minority in- 
sisted that the interests of good govern- 
ment demanded it. And the minority 
was right. The liberality, patriot- 
ism and national pride of the people 
should not be made an excuse for waste 
of the public funds. Official extravagance 
is official crime. 

“There Is not a sentence In the repub- 
lican platform recommending a reduc- 
tion in the expenditures of the govern- 
ment; noi a line suggesting that the in- 
crease in the cost of the war department 
from $34,000,000 In 1886 to $115,000,000 in RKM 
should be inquired into; and not a para- 
graph calling for a thorough Inve.'-tiga- 
tion of those departments of the govern- 
ment in which dishonesty has been re- 
cently disclosed. 

“Reform In expenditures must be had 
in both the civil, military and naval es- 
tablishments in order that the national 
expenditures may be brought to a basis 
of peace and the government maintained 
without recourse to the taxes of war.” 

Conclusion. 

Among other things which are touched 
upon in the letter is the democratic pledge 
to secure to all citizens equal protection 
abroad. The need of careful diplomacy 
in the management of the foreign relatione 
of the government, and the democratic 
pledge to administer this department of 
the government in conformity with the 
principles laid down by Washington. The 
need of legislation in aid of American ship- 
ping, 80 that it may again be commensu- 
rate with American commercial interests. 

He pledges the democratic party to a 
wise and careful administration of the na- 
tional statutes concerning the Irrigation 
of the arid lands of the west, and in con- 
clusion says: 

“The Issues are Joined and the people 
must render the verdict. 

“Shall economy of adminietration be de- 
manded. or shall extravagance be encoui- 
aged? 

“Shall the wrongdoer be brought to bay 
by the people, or must Justice wait upon 
political oligarchy? 

“Shall our government stand for equal 
opportunity, or for special privilege? 

“Shall It remain a government of law, 
or become one of Individual caprice? 

“Shall we cling to the rule of the peo- 
ple, or shall we embrace beneficent des- 
potism? 

“If it be the wish of the people that I 
undertake the duties of the presidency, I 
pledge myself, with God’s help, to devote 
all my powers and energy to the duties of 
this exalted office. Very truly yours,

VIEWS ON PUBLIC POLICIES 



gay£ the Tariff, Imperialism, Honesty 
in Public Service and Economy in 
Governmental Administration 
Are Paramount Issues. 



Judge Parker’s formal letter of accept- 
ance 10 the democratic no-tification com- 
miitce is a document of some 8,0U0 w’ords, 
and is addressed to Hon. Champ Clark and 
other members of the committee. In the 
opening paragraph Judge Parker says he 
vishes his remarks made at the time of his 
Botification to be considered a part of his 
formal response. Continuing, he says: 
"Grave public questions are pressing for 
deci.sion. The democratic party appeals 
to the people with confidence that its 
position on these questions will be accept- 
ed and indorsed at the polls. While the 
Issues Involved are numerous, some stand 
forth preeminent in the public mind. 
Among the.se are; Tariff reform, imperial- 
ism, economical administration and hon- 
esty in the public service. I shall briefly 
consider these and some others within the 
necessarily prescribed limits of this letter. 

Imperialism. 

"While I presented my views at the no- 
tification proceedings concerning this vital 
issue, the overshadowing importance of 
this question Impels me to refer to it again. 
The Issue is oftentimes referred to as 
constitutloralism vs. imperialism. 

“If ’ve would retain our liberties and 
constitutional rights unimpaired, we can- 
not permit or tolerate, at any lime or for 
any purpose, the arrogation of uncon- 
stitutional power bj' the executive branch 
of our governn.ent. We should be ever 
mindful of the words of Webster: ‘Lib- 
erty is only to be preserved by maintain- 
ing constitutional restraints and a just 
division of political powers.’ “ 

Continuing on the same subject, he says: 
“The people of the United States stand at 
the parting of the ways. Shall we follow 
the footsteps of our fathers along the paths 
of pe«T.ce, prosperity and contentment, 
guided by the ever-living spirit of the con- 
stitution which they framed for us, or 
shall we go along other and untried paths, 
hitherto shunned by all, following blindly 
new ideals, which, though appealing with 
brilliancy to the imagination and ambi- 
tion, may prove a will o’ the wisp, leading 
us into difficulties from which it may be 
Impossible to extricate ourselves without 
lasting injury to our national char- 
acter and institutions?” 

The Tariff and the Trusts. 
Turning to the subject of the tariff, and 

t he democratic demand for reform in that 
Inc, he says: 

"Tariff reform Is one of the cardinal prin- 
ciples of the democratic faith, and the 
necessity for it was never greater than 
at the present time. It should be under- 
taken at once in the interest of all our peo- 
ple. 

“The Dingley tariff is excessive In many 
of its rates, and, as to them at least, un- 
justly and oppressively burdens the peo- 
ple. It secures to domestic manufacturers, 
singly or In combination, the privilege of 
exacting excessive prices at home and 
prices far above the level of sales made reg- 
ularly by them abroad with profit, thus giv- 
ing a bounty to foreigners at the expense 
of our own people. It levies oppressive 
and unjust taxes upon many articles form- 
ing, In whole or part, the so-called raw 
material of many of our manufactured 
products, not only burdening the con- 
sumer, but also closing to the manufac- 
lurer the markets he needs and seeks 
abroad. Its unjust taxation burdens the 
people generally, forcing them to pay ex- 
cessive prices for food, fuel, clothing and 
other necessaries of life. It levies duties on 
many articles not normally imported in any 
considerable amount, which are made ex- 
tensively at home, for which the most ex- 
treme protectionist would hardly justify 
protective taxes, and which in large 
amounts are exported. Such duties have 
been and will continue to be a direct In- 
eeq^ve to the formation of huge industrial 
co.mbinatkms, which, secure from foreign 
competition, are enabled to stifle domestic 
competition and practically to monopolize 
the home market. 

"Even now the argument most frequent- 
ly urged in behalf of the Dingley tariff, 
and against tariff reform generally, is the 
necessity of caring for our infant indus- 
tries. Many of these industries, after a 
hundred years of lusty grow th, are looming 
np as Industrial giants. In their case, at 
least, the Dingley tariff invites combina- 
tion and monopoly, and gives justification 
to the expression that the tariff is the 
mother of trusts. 

“For the above-mentioned reasons, 
among others, the people demand re- 
Icrm of these abuses, and such reform de- 
mands and should receive immediate at- 
tention. 

“In the words of our platform, we de- 
mand ‘a revision and a gradual reduction 
, tariff by the friends of the masses, 
end for the common weal, and not by the 
Lriends of Its abuses, Its extortions and 
'oiscrlmlnatlons.' 

Trust Bemedles. 

"I pointed out in my earlier response the 
remedy which In my judgment, can effect- 
Ua.ly be applied against monopolies, and 
the assurance was then given that If ex- 
isting laws. Including both statute and 
common law’, proved inadequate, contrary 
to my expectations, I favor such further 
Jeglslatlon, within constitutional limita- 
imiis, as will best promote and safeguard 
'“^ interests of all the people.

Beciprocity. 

reciprocity Is demanded by the

How- 
ever, to eliminate all possibility for con- 
jecture, I now state that I am in hearty 
accord w.th that plank In our platform 
^“irt favors doing for the Filipinos what 
T y® already done for the Cubans: 
and I favor making the promise to them 
now that w’e shall take such action as 
fooa as they are reasonably prepared for 
it* independence, such as the Cubans 
®ajo>\ cannot be prudently granted to 
Filipinos at this time, the promise 
that It shall come the moment the.v are 
capable of receiving it will tend to stimu- 
late rather than hinder their develop- 
ment. And this should be done not only 
In justice to the Filipinos, but to pre- 
serve our ow’n rights: for a free people 
cannot withhold freedom from another 
people and themselves remain free. 'The 
toleration of tyranny over others will 
soon breed contempt for freedom and 
self-government, and weaken our power 
of resistance to insidious usurpation of 
our constitutional rights. 

“The statute relating to civil service 
Is the outcome of the efforts of thought- 
ful. unselfish and public-spirited citi- 
zens. Operation under it has frequently 
been of such a character as to offend 
against the spirit of the statute, but the 
results achieved, even under a partial 
enforcement of the law, have been such 
as to both deserve and command the 
utterance of the democratic partv that 
It stands committed to the principle of 
civil service reform and demands its 
just and Impartial enforcement. 

Panama Canal. 

“An Isthmian canal has long been the 
hope of our statesmen, and the avowed 
aim of the two great parties, &s their 
platforms in the past show. The 
Panama route having been selected, 
the building of the canal should be 
pressed to completion with all reason- 
able expedition. 

“The methods by which the executive 
acquired the Panama canal route and 
rights are a source of regret to many. 
To them, the statement that thereby 
a great public work was assured to the 
profit of our people is not a sufficient 
answer to the charge of violation of 
national good faith. They appreciate 
that the principles and healthy con- 
victions which in their working out 
have made us free and great, stand 
firmly against the argument or sugges- 
tion that we shall be blind to the nature 
of the means employed to promote our 
welfare. They hold that adherence to 
principle, whether It works for our good 
or ill, will have a more beneficent Influ- 
ence on our future destiny than all our 
material upbuilding, and that we should 
ever remember that the Idea of doing a 
wrong to a smaller, weaker nation that 
we, or even all mankind, may have a 
resultant good Is repugnant to the prin- 
ciples upon which our government was 
founded. 

“Under the laws of the United States 
the duty Is imposed on the executive to 
proceed with due diligence in the work 
of constructing the canal. That duty 
should be promptly performed. 

Pensions for Our Soldiers and Sailors. 

“The national democracy favors liberal 
pensions to the surviving soldierj and 
sailors and their dependents, on the 
ground that thej’ deserve liberal treat- 
ment. It pledges by Its platform ade- 
quate legislation to that end. But It 
denies the right of the executive to 
usurp the power of congress to legislate 
on that subject. Such usurpation was 
attempted by pension order No. 78, end 
effect has been given to It by a congress 
that dared not resent the usurpation. It 
l.s said that ‘this order was made in the 
performance of a duly Imposed upon the 
president by act of congress,’ but the 
provision making the imposition is not 
pointed out. The act to which the order 
refers, which is the one relating to pen- 
sions to civil war veterans, does not au- 
thorize pensions on the ground of age. 
It does grant pensions to those ‘suffering 
from any mental or physical disability, 
or disabilities, of a permanent character, 
not the result of their own vicious hab- 
its. which so Incapacitates them from 
the performance of manual labor as to 
render them unable to earn a support.’ 
This specified requirement of Incapacity 
Is In effect set aside by order No. 78 as 
to all persons over 62. 

“The war closed nearly 40 years ago. 
In the meantime many of our soldiers 
and sailors long survived the age of 
62, and passed away without receiving 
any pension. Skillful pension attorneys 
hunting through the statute failed to 
find there a provision giving a pen- 
sion to all who had reached 62. Many 
prominent veterans urged the Justice of 
congressional action giving a service 
pension to all veterans. Bills to that 
effect were introduced in congress. And 
not until March of this year did any- 
one ever claim to have made the dis- 
covery that the president had power to 
treat the statute as If It read 'that when 
a claimant had passed the age of 62 years 
he is necessarily disabled one-half In 
ability to perform manual labor and 
therefore entitled to a pension. 

“The present pension commissioner in- 
dicated his view of the order when In 
a recent address he thanked the presi- 
dent -or what he had done, and advised 
his hearers to use their Influence that 
a law might be passed to the same ef- 
fect. Full confidence after all seems not 
to have been placed on the defense of 
justification, for it is pleaded in mitiga- 
tion that a former democratic president 
did something looking In that direction. 
Even if that were so— which is net ad- 
mitted— our present duty would be none 
the less plain and imperative. Our peo- 
ple must never tolerate the citation of 
one act of usurpation of power as an 
excuse for another. The first may pos- 
sibly be due to mistake; the second, be- 
ing based on the first, cannot be. In 
explanation, however, it should be said 
that the order relied on simply provided 
that the age of 75 years should be re- 
garded as evidence of inability to per- 
form manual labor. Few men are able 
to perform manual labor at that age. 
but nearly all men are at 62. The first 
order Is based on a fact that experience 
teaches, the other is based on the a^er- 
tion of that which is not true as a Ken- 
eral rule. 

“The old Inquiry: ‘What are you go- 

ing to do about It?' is now stated In a 
new form. It ia said by the administra- 
tion, in reply to the public crltlcl.sm of 
this order that ‘It is easy to test our 
opponents* sincerity in this matter. The 
order In question is revocable at the 
pleasure of the executive. If our op- 
ponents come into power they can revoke 
this order and announce that they will 
treat the veterans of 62 and 70 as pre- 
sumably In full bodily vigor and not
